was disorganized when the majority of its members were driven from — 
nor at any time of its persecation and expnisién. 

When the body of the Church moved from “Nauvoo, it — 
location, as it had done before, the Church remaining intact, with its organi- 
zation unimpaired.

There was no break in the continuance of the Church. Neither was there 
any token that the Lord had withdrawn Himself from His people. The 

“ Josephites” quote the word of the Lord in commanding the building of the 
Temple at Nauvoo: And if you do not these things at the end of the 
appointment, ye shall be rejected as a Church with your dead, saith the 
Lord your God.” And against all the certain signs and proofs to the con- 
trary, they gratuitously assert that the Lord did reject the Church and its 
dead. But the Temple, on the neglect to build which this provisional curse 
was predicated, was erected by the Saints, and the ordinances revealed for 
the living and the dead were administered therein, as a cloud of witnesses 
can testify. And even if it had not been fully completed, the Church labored. ‘ 
on it faithfully, incessantly, and under the ‘most ‘disadvantageous circum- 
nancy until the very time when they were driven by their enemies, as — 

. dn been driven from Missouri, out into the bleak and inhospitable 
wilderness, And as a proviso to this law of God with its penalty, we find in 
the same ‘revelation: 

Verily, v verily I say unto you, That when I give a commandment to any of the sons |

permitted His people to build in these Stakes of; Zion, the keya and author- 
ity to attend to which have remained with the Priesthood that administer

here, and with them alone! Here is the solid substance of that power and 
authority; and the pretended re-organization of something that was never 
disorganized, is but the shadow of a shade.” 

The Lord, from the beginning of the Church, gave the most soleinn and 
certain assurances to His servants and Saints, that the power of this Priest- 
hood was revealed in the last days and for the last time;” that this king - 
dom should not be prevailed against, but should prevuil;” that it should 
“not be left to another people;” that the keys thereof were not only given to 
the Presidency but to the Twelve, in connection with the Priesthood from 
the beginning, being “sent down from heaven” unto them last of all.“ It 
was “ never to be taken again from the earth until the sons of Levi do offer 
unto the Lord an offering in righteousness.” “Fear not little flock,” said the 
Lord, the kingdom is yours until J come. The whole tenor of the revela- 
tions in the Doctrine and Covenants is to the same effect as these quotations: 
It was understood from the first that transgressors should be dealt with from 
the greatest unto the least, but the Church and Kingdom of God set up on 
the earth should remain, “no more to be thrown down for ever.” 

Neither did the death of the Prophet Joseph affect the organization of the 
Church. It would be a poor system that depended upon the life of one man, 
or two or three men. Even the death of the Savior, the head of the primitive 
Christian Church, did not affect the organization thereof; it continued and 
grew and increased as has the latter-day Church under similar circumstances, 
and like the tree springing from the grain of mustard seed, flourished and 
spread forth when watered by the blood of martyrdom. 

The Quorum of the First Presidency was dissolved by the death of Joseph 
and Hyrum, but the Quorum of the Twelve, with its President designated by - 
revelation, was in full furce, and, according to the order of the Priesthood, 
“was equal in authority” to the First Presidency, and expressly .endowed 
with power to “ build up the Church and regulate all the affairs of the same 
in all nations” (Doc. & Cov. Sec. cvii.) When the First Presidency is in 
active existence, the Twelve, with all other quorums and councils, are under 
its direction. But when the first quorum is dissolved, the next succeeds, 
because the Church was organized for perpetuity, and the order of the Priest- 
hood is arranged with that grand object in view. Thus the disorganization 
of any quorum or council does not and cannot disorganize the Church, but 
each and every quorum may be set in order again under the keys and author- 
‘ity given for that purpose, The Quorum of the First Presidency grows out 
of the Melchisedek Priesthood. 

„Three Presiding High Priests chosen by the body, appointed and ordained to that 
Office, and upheld by the faith, confidence and prayer of the Church, form a Querum of 
the Presidency of the Church.” (Dov. & Cov. sec. cvii, verse 22.) 

After the Twelve, as the Presiding High Council according to the revela- 
tion, had been in charge of the Church for some time, finishing the Temple, 
officiating therein, and regulating the work of God in all nations, the First 
Presidency was re-organized according to the plan and pattern designated. 
The same course was repeated after the death of President Young. The 
position is impregnable. The Church continues. If its earthly head is ro- 
moved from any cause, it has vitality and power to bring forth another, and 
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so with any of its essential parts, that it may never perish nor be materially 
affected by the violence of the wicked, the transgression of any of its officers or 
members, change of location or any trial or vicissitude through which it may be 
called to pass. 

The theory of a re-orgenization of a Church that has never been and cannot be 
disorganized, is only surpassed in absurdity by the theory that J oseph Smith’s 
von succeeds by lineage to the Presidency of the Church. There is no such 
thing in the order of the Priesthood. If the son of the First President must 
succ-ed in that office, the principle would hold good in every Quorum and 
Stake and Ward and Conference of the Church, and what would this lead tof 
But the revelation will be quoted which says, concerning Joseph the Prophet: 

For this anointing have I put upon his head, that his blessing shall also be put upon 
the head of his posterity after him.” (Doc. & Cov. o. xxiv, v. 57) 

Does this refer to presiding over the Churchi Not in the remotest degree · 
Does it specify any particular individual? Not one. It is a general blessing 
upon Joseph’s posterity, predicated, like all blessings, and contingent, upon 
the faithfulness and obedience of the recipient. But the context shows that the 
special blessing here alluded to, is an inheritance in the Nauvoo Honse “from 
‘generation to generation” for “Joseph and his seed ;” a house built afterwards 
by the faith, patience, means and sacrifices of the men and people whom 
Joseph's elder son, after reaping the fruits of their labors for years, is now 
seeking to injure by all the means at his command. 

However there are rights of inheritance in the Priesthood that we Sensi be 
the last to deny. It descends under certain regulations from father to son, 
the firstborn having prior rights. Thus the Priesthood held by a man uf God 
descends to his sons born in the covenant, the first-born having a claim upon 
it, after complying with the conditions. But supposing for argument’s sake 
that Joseph, the son of Joseph Smith, had proven himeelf worthy of the birth- 
right ; here is the word of the Lord : 

Again I say unto you, that it shall not be given to any one to go forth to preach my 
Gospel, or to build up my Church, except be be ordained by some one who has authority, 
and it is known to the Church that he has authority, and has been regularly ordained by 
the heads of the Church.” (Doc. & Cov., sec. xlii, v. 11) 

And this shall be a law unto you, that ye receive not the teachings of any that shall 
eeme before you as revelations or commandments ; and this I give unto you that you may 


not be deceived ; for verily I say unto you that he that is ordained of me shall come in at 
the gate and be ordained as I have told you before.” (Sec. xliii, v. 5-7.) 


Under these directions, before the son can receive the Priesthood held by 
the father, or any Priesthood at all, he must be regularly ealled and ordained 
by those acknowledged to have authority in the Church. But this claimant 
declares that there was no Church to ordain him; that it was disorganized. 
How did he obtain an ordination? Under persons who had been excommu ; 
nicated from, the Church for transgression, and who had no more authority to 
ordain any one than an unbaptized sectarian. Again. Those who pretended 
to ordain him never had the authority of the Apostleship and the keys of 
Presidency ; and even if they were not apostates and excommunicants, could 
not beatow that which they never passessed,. He who presides over the 
Church must ha ve the fullness of the Priesthood with all the keys and powers 
of. the. Apostleship, which have remained i in the Church * the duys in 
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which they were conferred upon the Prophet Joseph till now, but were never 
bestowed upon those presumptuous persons who put the present Joseph at 
the head of their counterfeit organization. 


Further: if the son of the martyr had proven himself worthy 
In the ee of dis father, had — n at the gate, and N 
and ordained in the way appointed to the fullness of the Priesthood held by 
the Prophet, it would not even then follow as a necessary consequence that he 

would be called to preside over the Church. Heirship relates to Priesthood, 
but does not involve presidency. Priesthood and presidency are two different 
‘things. No one can preside in or over this Church without the Priesthood, 
ut many have the Priesthood without presidency. What might have been, 
if the son of the Prophet had taken the only legitimate course to obtain the 
keys and powers of the Holy Melchisedek Priesthood is not for us to say. 
But the facts gre that he holds neither Priesthood nor presidency to-day. if 
he had any understanding of the doctrines of the Priesthood as received and 
taught by his father, he would perceive the fallacy of his claims, the utter 
Jack of authority in the organization whieh he was appointed to lead by 
- presumptuous men who thought the prestige of his name would suit their 
purpose, and the wide dissimilarity of the cause he represents to the 
grand and glorious work introduced by Joseph the Prophet, continued by 
President Young, and now expanding while consolidating under the leadership 
of President Taylor, whose blood mingled with that of the amigas in * 
tragedy at Carthage. 

Take away the two theories which we have here exploded, and the while 
Josephite“ movement sinks out of sight as a claimant to the title of The 
Chureh of Jesus Obrist of Latter-day Saints It may exist for awhileas 
one of the many seots and component parts of “ Mystery Babylon,” but has 
no connection with the Church established under Divine commandment, 
inspiration and revelation by Joseph, the great Prophet of the nineteenth 
century. It may adopt many of its tenets, imitate its ordinances, claim to 
act under the title of its Priesthood. But it will be in fact but a sect, its 
administration will be void in heaven, and its ;sretended authority will be only 
In name, like that assumed by the priests of the day on the credentials’ given 
by Jesus to the eleven Apostles. Impostors are to abound in these last days, 
deceiving, if it were possible, even the very elect.” 2

He bad heard 
their voices, arid had received instruction from an, immortal. tongue. Jain 
none bf the sects of the day, uns the heavenly. injunotion. * They are .dor- 
rupt. Their creeds are an abomination in my sight. They draw near unto 
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‘me with their lips, but their hearts are far from me. They teach for doctrine 
the commandments of men, They have a form of godliness, But they deny 
the power thereof.” These were the burning words of inspiration whith 
saluted the ears aud penetrated, the heart of the surprised youth. He bore 
testimony, of the vision of the Almighty. Persecution raged. Satan and 115. 
hosts were alarmed and maddened, They tried to block the course of Jehovah, 
but their puny, efforts failed. God takes care of his own. His wisdom is 
greater than the cunning of the devil. Time passed. An angel came to help 
the youth. Moroni blessed him with three visions in one night, and one the 
next day; aod then with an annual vision for four years, filling him with the 

revelations of God, training him for his future mission, and handing him the 
saered plates from which to translate the Book of Mormon. 

His mission was now fairly commenced, Slowly but surely, by the divine 
art, and through the aid of Urim and Thummim, the ancient engravings upon 
the sacred plates were translated into the English language, The printer's 
art, and the money of Martin Harris, furnished the world five thousand copies 
of the work.

SKETCH OF ELDER BROWN’S LABORS. 


Elder Henry W. Brown, writing from London, June 16, 1883, says: 

As I have been released to return home, I feel as though I would like to write you a 
few lines, giving a short account of my labors since I left my mountain home in the 
valleys of Utah. 

Having been called at the Conference held in Salt Lake City on April 6, 1881, to. 
fill a mission to Great Britain, I made my arrangements to start as soon as circumstances 
would permit. I left my home on the 19th of July, 1881, landed in Liverpool on the Bth 
of August, and after spending about two weeks in visiting among my friends in Lancashfre 
and Berkshire, I received my appointment from President Carrington to labor im the 
London Conference, under the direction of President John Cooper, who appointed me to 
the Berks and Wilts District, in company with Elder C. F. Wilcox. I traveled and 
. labored with him with a great deal of pleasure and satisfaction. We visited quite a num- 
ber of my relatives, and we thought several of them seemed as though they would 
receive the Gospel, but they put it off a little too long, and finally quite turned against 
it. We continued together until the London Conference held on the 8th of October, 
‘ ~ 1881, when Elder Wilcox was changed from the Berks to the Kent District, leaving me 

“glone until the brrivid bf Elder Hyrum H. Evans, about the middle of November. I 
7 upon the Lord for help, and Inn 
truly say that He was with me, and I felt that He prepared me for the discharge of my 
duty. After Brother Evans joined me, we labored and traveled in company most of the

Since I have had the opportunity of seeing the. contrast, Iam more pleased 
with my mountain home, and I have received additional testimonies of the truth of what 
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the world calls ‘ Mormonism,’ by the manifestations that 1 have received while in the 
discharge of my duties. 
„When I saw the notice of my release in the Stak, I commenced to make prepara- 
tions to turn over the books te my suceessor in aa good a shape as possible. I then visited 
portion of the Sussex District where I had formerly labored ; I also visited Newbury, 
and called upon a great many of those with whom I became acquainted while laboring 
there, to bid them good-by, and I bore my testimony to a great many of them individu- 
ally of the divine mission of the Prophet Joseph Smith, and of the restoration of the 
fullness of the everlasting Gospel through him as the instrument in the hands of God. 
In the evening a number of the Saints met me in one of the main public places to hold 
an open-air service; we had a good meeting, with quite an attentive audience. I ad- 
dressed them for a little over an hour and-a-half, upon the fulfillment of prophecy and 
the restoration of the Gospel. I seemed to have great power to sustain me upon that 
-octasion, and could not help but feel that it might be the last chance I should have of 
warning those of my native place, and after I had done so, I felt that I had done my 
-duty towards them, and had left them without an excuse, leaving the result with 
God. 
Since I commenced my labors in this land, I have baptized seventeen new members, 
four children of the Saints, and have re-baptized eleven, making in all thirty-two. I 
have found many warm-hearted people, who are not religiously inclined, who have 
treated me very kindly upon various occasions. As I am about to leave for home, I feel 
to return my thanks to all the Saints among whom I have traveled in my various fields 
_ of labor, for their many acts of kindness to me. I should like to have had the chance to 
“visit more of them, but have net the time. I pray God to bless them all, and reward 
them for their kindness to me and the Elders who are laboring among them, and I would 
exhort them all to be faithful in the discharge of their duties, and I can promise them 
that the Lord will open up the way for their deliverance from this land ere long. 
also feel to bear my testimony unto all who may read this letter, that I know that 
the God of heaven has established His Church aud Kingdom upon the earth, never more 
to be thrown down, and that it is with the people called Latter-day Saints, and that it

OPEN-AIR MEETINGS—DISCUSSION AT HUCKNALL TORKARD, 

Elder John C. Reeder, writing from Hucknall Torkard, July 2nd, says: 
On Thursday evening, June 28th, Elder Sutton and I, with several of the local 
brethren and sisters, held an open-air meeting on the Green here. I spoke a short time 
on the first principles of the Gospel, followed by Brother Sutton, who coccupied the rest 
ok the time, laying before the people, in a plain and simple manner, how God had again 
set up His Kingdom’ on the earth, and raised up a Prophet, even Joseph Smith, to 
usher in this dispensation of the fullness of times, and that we, and thousands of others, 
are His witnesses, to proclaim it to the inhabitants of the earth. 

At the close of our meeting a Christadelphian, by the name of Butler, came up 
And said he did not believe the kingdom of God was set up, and asked Elder Sutton 
‘where he was staying, and how long he was going to remain, to which he replied that 
be was staying with Sister Goddard, and would be there until Monday morning. Mr. 
Butler said he would like to have a conversation with him, and invited him to come to 
their Mission Hall on Saturday evening at 7 „clock. Brother Sutton agreed to do so, 
mot knowing that Mr. Butler expected him to hold a public discussion; such, how- 
ever, seems to have been his intention, for he, or someone else of his profession, posted 
dl to Nottingham and engaged one of their leading men to come and discuss with him, 
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as we discovered on our arrival at their hall, where we found them all ready and waiting. 
for us. Elder Sutton told them he had not come to hold public discussion, but merely 
to have a private talk, saying that we did not believe in contention, but were always. 
ready to defend the doctrines we advocated. However, as nothing would satisfy them 
but a disoussion, he finally consented, and the following rules were drawn up: Elder 
Sutton to take the affirmative, and prove on Scriptural grounds that the kingdom of 
God is set up or being established in the earth; his opponent to take the negative and. 
prove, by the Bible, that the kingdom is not set up nor being established; each to eccupy — 
twenty minutes, and have ten minutes to ask questions and answer them. 

Elder Sutton commenced with a very plain and lucid description of the great apostasy 
which took place after the destruction of the Apostles and Saints in the first and second 
centuries, quoting from Daniel’s prophecy and John’s revelation, that power was to be 
given to the beast to wear out the Saints of God. He then read the 44th verse of the 2nd 
chapter of Daniel, showing that God had said He would set up a kingdom which should 
never be destroyed nor left to another people, explaining that the ten kingdoms standing 
when God’s kingdom should be set up, were the fragments of the Roman Empire which 
was divided in the fifth century of the Christian era. He then quoted Rev. xiv, 6, to 
show how the everlasting Gospel was to be restored and the kingdom set up, and bore 
his testimony to the fact that this angel had come and committed the fullness of the 
Gospel to Joseph Smith the latter-day Prophet, and commanded him to preach it to the 
world. He also testified that Joseph Smith had received the keys of the kingdom, with | 
power and authority to appoint the proper officers to rule and direct the affairs of the 
kingdom, both spiritual and temporal, and to gather out of Babylon representatives of 
all nations to the valleys of the mountains, where Isaiah prophesied the mountain of the 
Lord’s house would be established in tlie last days, and all nations should flow unto it. 

Mr. Sulley followed in a fifteen minutes’ speech, in which he was pleased to remark 
that Mr. Sutton had not shown any disposition to contend, but only to show up his 
side of the case, but there were many points on which he could not agree with him. He 
occupied most of his time in taking up the passages Brother Sutton had referred to, and 
giving his views on them, but in no one instance did he prove from Scripture that the 
kingdom of God was not set up’ He claimed that if we professed to have the same 
power and authority as the Apostles and Saints of ald, we should prove to them and 
the world that we could perform the same miracles, and give them a sign. I must say I 
felt a little sorry for him, for he seemed rather embarrassed; but I have not a word to 
say against him, for he acted very honorably throughout the discussion, ahd did not cast 
reflections upon anyone. 

After he sat down, Brother Sutton arose to be questioned, and the main question put. 
to him was: What did he wish the audience to understand by Prophets and Apostles. 
forming a part of the kingdom? To which Brother Sutton gave a plain, straightforward 
reply, and then warned all present to believe in the Lord, repent and be baptized for the- 
remission of their sins, and receive the Holy Ghost by the laying on of the hands of those 
who had authority from God to administer the ordinances of the Gospel, or they would 
surely come under condemnation. 

Mr. Sulley then arose to be questioned; the first question put by Brother Sutton 
was: * Will you please tell the audience what class of people it was who sought for signs 
in the days of the Savior?” He did not seem to understand, or did not wish to, so his: 
chairman helped him out by saying, that the Lor called such people ‘a wicked and 
adulterous generation.’ He was then asked: Did God speak to any but His servants 
the prophets? Brother Sutton referred him to Amos, 3rd chapter and 7th verse, which 
he read, ‘ Surely the Lord God will do nothing, but he revealeth his secret unto his 
servants the prophets.’ 

„We all thought he ably assisted Brother Sutton to prove the affirmative side of the 
question, whether he intended it or not. Elder Sutton proposed a vote of thanks to the 
chairman and audience for the good order that had prevailed throughout and the quiet 
attention manifested, and en rising: 4a leave, bis oppopent s stepped up and shook hands 
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with him, saying he was sorry that we could not all see alike. Many of the audience 
were heard to remark that that ‘Mormon’ Elder had thoroughly beaten him. I believe 
that good will result from this discussion; at any rate, it afforded an opportunity to 
warn those present. Several of the local brethren and sisters accompanied us. 

„There is much inquiry in and around Hucknall Torkard in consequence of the dis- 
tribution of tracts and the open-air meetings we have held. On Sunday last Elder 
Sutton, with some of the local brethren, went to Hansley and held an out-door meeting, 
while I, with the rest, held one at Bulwell in the morning, announcing that we should 
be there in the evening with the Hucknall choir, and Elder Sutton from Utah, with 
others, would address them. The result was a large congregation; we had a good time 
and no opposition. At the close Brother Sutton was completely used up, and it was 
with difficulty he could walk back to Hucknall.

Destructive forest fires are reported in Smith’s Mill Hollow, Logan Canyon. 

‘Four passenger trains are hereafter to be run daily between Salt Lake and 
Ogden, on the Utah Central R.R. 

One hundred men are employed at the Pleasant Valley coal mines, and the 
out-put exceeds 300 tons daily. 

The Denver & Rio Grand R.R. Co. offers a reduction of $4.00 to $7.00 on 
passenger tickets between Salt Lake and various points east. 

The Denver & Rio Grande R. R. Co. is about to undertake the sinking of 
artesian wells along the line of their road through Colorado and Utah. 

‘Arthur P. Newell, formerly of Provo, whom we mentioned before as having 
had bis skull fractured by a horse, died from his injuries on the 27th of June 
in Arizona. 

The Tabernacle Choir propose to do what they can to make the heavy loss 
of C. R. Savage by the recent fire “good,” by giving an entertainment for 
his benefit at the Theatre. 

There is a prospect of Salt Lake City having a free postal delivery soon. 
Of course that will involve the necessity of numbering the houses throughout 
the whole of the City, a work that never has been done there. The delivery 
is a needed improvement, the people are entitled to it, and we trust to learn of 
it being adopted soon. 

A Rev. preacher, by the name of John M. Chase, hailing from New York, 
has lately been lecturing in San Francisco against the “Mormons,” relating 
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absurd and long-since exploded stories about them and praying “ reverentially 
that God would hasten on the day when Mormonism and all its sinful and 
debasing effects might be blotted out from the republic by the blood-red

The Supreme Court of Utah Territory, has recently rendered a decision in 
favor of Z. C. M. L in the suit against U.S. Revenue Collector, O. J. Hollister, 
for the recovery of $9,500 and interest on the same, since August 7, 1878, 
which that institution was unlawfully compelled to pay as a tax upon orders 
for merchandise issued, It is likely that Hollister will carry the case to the 
Supreme Court of the United Siates, but the final decision will doubtless 
accord with that already rendered, and Z.C.M.L, the Brigham City Co-opera- 
tive Institution and other firms of the Territory will finally get the money 
back, which an over-zealous official unlawfully compelled them to pay.
